Macombor Colts gaining in F^vor as They Progress 
in Training — Mr. Mackenzie Buys an English 
Three -Year -Old Colt.

Louisville. Ky., April 21. — The frequent showers 
Thursday and last niirht will put Iwth the Churchill 
Downs and Douglas I'ark tra<-ks in suiwrb wndition 
for the real trials of the candidates for tlu* Ken- 
tucky Derby. While the work of the locally trained 
Derby candidates has not as yet bordered in any 
way on the sensational order, there is no denying 
that tlie many eligibles now in training here arc 
working up in splendid style to their best racing 
form. They all look grand, are stnmg and lusty and 
when thoroughly se:isom*<l. as they will be in an- 
other ten days, there is no <iucstion but a majority 
of the nuiub<‘r will 1>c fit to shine at their best 
three weeks from Saturday. 

The work-outs of Derby candidates at Churchill 
Downs today took place over a slow track in con- 
sequence of heavy rain tliat fell last night and were 
us follows: 

George Smith — Mile in 1:48%; fractions, 13%, 
27, 40%, 53%, 1:07%, 1:21, 1:35%. 

St. Isidore— Mile in 1:48%; fractions, 14, 27%, 
41, 53%. 1:21%, 1:35%. 

Star Hawk— Mile in 1:56%; fractionals, 14%, 
20%, 43%, 55. 1:09%, 1:22%, 1:38%. 

liesi»erus — Mile in 1:.57%; fractions: 15, 29%, 

43%. 51%, 1:09%, 1:23, 1:39%. 

The Co<*k — Mile in 1:57; fractions, 14%, 29, 
42%, 54%. 1:09. 1:22%, 1:38. 

Star Hawk, Hesi*erus and The l.’ock worked nearly 
all the way in tlie middle of the track, wliile George 
Smith and St. Isidore worked about five feet from 
the inside rail. 

The thn*e imiMirted colts Hcsimtus, Star Hawk 
and The C’o<*k in A. K. Macomber’s sLible, have 
won a grtvit man.v friends in the last few days. 
The impression s<*enis to grow constantly now tliat 
the best of the trio is sure to figure as a keen 
^•ontender in the I>crby. They appt^ar to have’ 
brilliant s|»e<‘d, <*an rate a trial well, and in track 
apiiearance present all tlie qualities of the ideal 
Derby candidates. There is mu(*h s{M‘culation 
among the rail birds as to which is the Ix'st of 
the trio. When they first landed here. Star Hawk, 
was if anything, the most faucie<l of the three roy- 
ally bred colts, but recently The Co<*k has w’on 
many friends, and Hesiierus has gained rather than 
lost in admirers. Trainer Walter Jennings is 
reticent in expressing any opinion as to the relative 
merits in comparison of tiie trio, but tliat he is 
satisfied with their training so far is admitte<l by 
all rival trainers of Derby candidates, who have 
ke<*nl3' noted his action on the course during the 
■work time of the three three -year -olds in his 
charge. 

The chief work-outs of other horses here on 
Thursdaj- at ('hurchill Downs, and it was one of the 
lightest work-out daj’s. even there, since active 
training has reall.v lieguii. The iierformauces worthy 
of note were as follows: 

Hodge — Five-eighths in 1:04%. 

Robert Ro<les — Three-eighths in 38; Beau Weber 
worked with him. 

CJelesta — Mile in 1:43%; first three-quarters in 
1:16. 

Carrie Ornie— Half mile in 50; first three-eighths 
in 36%. 

Petrograd— Half mile in 50%; This is J. E. Mad- 
den’s Rree<|ers’ Futurity candidate. 

Codalene — Tim*!* -eighths in 38. 

Dundrear3’ — Mile in 1:46; hard held. 

Trainer Jack Adkins has pundiased privately for 
R. D. Mackenzie the three -3’ear- old brown im- 
iHirted colt Faux-r<d. by Valens (s<»n of I.,aveno. 
sire of Short Grass), out of Collet Monet. This is 
one of two imiiorted three-year-olds that trainer 
Kimoiis bought last 3*ear. The other one is by 
Fowling -piec-e. He is disposing of them for tiie 
reason that his emplo.ver, H. P. Whitne3'. has ob- 
je<*tion to any hors<‘s being trained in his stable 
that he d<»es not own. 

The first time trainer Adkins worked his new 
purcliuse the three -year-old swerved against the 
fence at the lK>wns and unseated his rider. He 
had a remarkable esca|>e fr<*m s<‘rious injur3'. In 
hitting tlie fenc-e he tore off a long plank and 
then, before he was finall.v caught, stepiied in 
a hole in the field part of the track at the Downs. 
He showed reinarkalde intelligem'O after stepping 
in the hole as, had he made the usual effort a 
horse will make to get out of such a jiredica- 
inent, he would have in all ]>robability broken a 
leg. As it was he stood quietl3* until a groom 
came and h‘d him out of his dangerous position. 
Faux-Col has sh<»wn giKsl work in several of his 
recent gallops here and looks like a g<K)d pur- 
chase for the Canadian owner. His addition to 
the Mackenzie stable makes thirteen horses now 
in this string at* the Downs. 

John W. Schorr’s much talked aliout two-year- 
old colt, Harr3' Kell.v, whose w«»rk has been so 
aensationul so far this spring at the Ik>uglas I’ark 
truck, is a lute foal. He will actually not be a 
two-year-old in age until May 28. It is by no 
means 3'et a certaint3' that he will start in the 
Breeders’ Futurity at Lexington <ui May 10. 
Bchorr may eonclude. on account of his actual age, 
to not race him la*fore the Rashford Manor Stake's 
is run at Chun-hill Downs or the Spring Trial 
Stakes is decided at Douglas Park. In his opinion 
the eolt n*ally shmild not l>e raced at all until 
July or later in the summer. 

The well-known racing official, Charles F. Price, 
is home from his vacation in Florida, and Jack 
Campbell, prominent in tiie racing wcrctary’s 

office at the va rictus trac*ks, is also uu arrival. 
Tom Buckley, the c;Hiiadiaii iKiokinaker, is also 
hen* and -will 1 m* on of tlie regulars ou the Ken- 
tucky circuit tracks this year. 

Trainer W. C. Clauey will send none* of tlie 

Corrigan & MeKiniic'y stalde to the* l>‘xiiigtctn 
meeting. Tliis staMe’s jockey, M. Garner, will 
go there next Wednesday. He xvill ride as a frc*e 
lauee during tlie twelve days of racing at the 

Kentucky Assc*ciutiou truck. 

Trainer J. W. Rodgers will take three of tlie 

atring of B. A. Guthrie to I>*xiugton to race dur- 
ing the ('oiniiig meeting there, leaving the other 
meinliers of this stable* in their presi*nt cpi:irt«*rs 
at Cliiirchill lk»wiis. The thrc*«* he will take tiierc* 
are Coraleiie. Sister Itile3' and Old Man Crit. 'nie.v 
are all lwo-3'ear-oicls. 'I'tie vetc*ran traiiic*r John 
Mcllah*. lias arrivcsl at 4 'hurchill Iktwiis with the 
two horses Coliiiuhia Lady and a two-year-old 
hulf-aister to A. N. Aikcii. MeUale has not been 
here for two 3’ears. The last horse he had in 
charge here w’us the well-kuow'u racer Jack Carey. 



Peter Pan, Ballot, the Australian MounLiin King 
and tlie Derby winner Orby, were the stars foaled 
in 1904. 

Peter Pan w*as a good, but not a great race 
horse, whose winnings ran well over the $100,000 
mark, the proceeds of victories gained in some of 
the ricliest stakes run for in the United States. 
Peter Pan, however, w’as not unbeatable, as wit- 
ness Ills Coney Island Jockey Club Stakes defeat. 
Elc'ctioneer ran his heart out in the first three- 
quarters and Salvidere swning by him only to be 
beaten, easily enough, by that ugly duckling Frank 
(Hll. Peter Pan is by Domino out of imported Cin- 
dc'rellu and, true to family traditions, Peter Pan 
faih*d to get further than his three-year-old form. 
On the dam’s side the big horse is beautifully 
bred, a member of the best producing branch of the 
Burton Barb famil.v, out of Hermit’s daughter Cin- 
derella, from Mazurka by See Saw from Mabille. 
No lack of Herod here aud Peter Pan has already 
achieved noteworthy suct-ess ns a sire, and would 
go even higher were it not for the family failing. 

I have been given to understand that Peter Pan’s 
daiigliter. Puss in Boots, w*as never half trained. 
They will stand her up against it over yonder and, 
if gooil enough, she w’ill have her chance in the 
New Oaks. 

Ballot. Eclipse top and bottom, the mainstay of 
the Keene establishment when racing, ever ready to 
do his bit and win more times than he lost. I have 
a sincere admiration for Ballot as a race horse. His 
English exi>erience* must not be held against him. 
The master hand w'as not there to direct his prepar- 
ation and there is no telling just how* a horse is 
going to weather the acclimatization process. 

Ballot now' stands for serxice at Elmendorf and it 
is to hoped he will lia\'fe access to outbred Herod 
and Matchem man's. His suckling daughter from 
ScluMilmistress is well-nigh iM*rfectioii aud his now 
tw'o -year -old out of Good.v Good, by Lamplighter, 
was one of the lest set up of yearlings I saw’ last 
.vear. These are the sort of mares on which Ballot 
will make his n'puLition as a sire. 

Orb3’, Mr. Croker’s Der)>y winner, is bretl Eclipse 
to Herod. Orby’s sire, Orme, was inbred Ecliiise 
and it was quite in the nature of a friuniph for the 
house of Glencoe tliat Hanover’s daughter Rliofla B. 
should become the dam of the winner of England’s 
gn*atest classic. Orby’s second dam, Margerine, 
was by Algerine, of Matciiem des(*ent, and he comes 
of the outside line No. 26. The outside figures so 
prmninentl.v displayed in the i>edigree of Orby surely 
should make Bruce liowe turn over in his grave. 
Orby, as might be supposed, has met with good 
success as a sire, but, for some reason, only one 
foal is reported by him for 1913. 

The Australian Mountain King was a superior 
rac*e horse, the best of his year, a Derby w’inner aud 
now’ a successful sire. Mountain King is by Wallace, 
son of Carbine, aud Wallace has two crosses of 
Fisliemiaii (Herod) ou his dam’s side, and Moun- 
tain King’s dam, Bonnie Rosette is b3’ Barcaldine 
(Matchem). Same old combination over and over 
again. Mountain King is a member of the outside 
family No. 31. Stick to the blendiug of the blood 
and let the figun*s go hang. 

Burgomaster, The Wliite Knight, Spearmint, 
Flair. Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt’s pair Prestige and 
Maintenon, were the pick of the basket foaled in 
the spring of 1903. 

Burgomaster did not make any protracted stay, 
but he was good wliile lie was at it and is bred 
Herod to Eclipse. Burgomaster has met with a 
fair amount of success as a sire. Slipshod may 
Ik* nigh unto high class. 

Flair was a nailing good filly, a Guineas winner, 
by St. Friisqiiin (Eclipse to Matchem) from (Jlare 
by Ayrshire out of Footliglits b3’ Cremorne (Herod). 
This is the key to all Im-ks. Following her Now’- 
market success. Flair was being sulijected to a 
special preparation with Derby honors in view, but 
she gave way astern and Siiearmint was requisi- 
tioned and proved a worthy substitute. 

Spearmint is Eclipse tlirough and through. In- 
disputedly a go<Ml race horse, but an ill -shaped 
beast with a screw’ loose forward. His legs, how’- 
ever. carried him through a Derby and a Grand 
Prix, but he got no further, and since then has l>een 
biis.v getting coarse, angular stock. , Spearmint is 
not bred to be a first -class sire. Just one of those 
fluky-bred ones which race, but fail to reproduce 
themselves. 

The White Knight is a true type of a staying, 
weight-caiT3’ing thorouglibred. No frills about 
liim — a hard, sound genuine sticker, which, among 
other good rac*es, won an Ascot Gold Cup and car- 
ried the record w’oiglit of 138 i>ounds into second 
place for tlie Cesarewiteh. 

Tlie White Knight is b.v odds the l»est race horse 
his sin?, Desmond, ever got. Desmond himself w’as 
no great shakes as a race liorse and lacked the 
Matchem leaven, so prominent in the make up of 
other sons of St. Simon. Tlie Matchem is there 
riglit enough in the i>edigree of The White Knight. 
Pella, his dam. is by the unheard of Buckshot, son 
of Barcaldine’s sire. Salon. St. Simon -Matchem 
affinity again. Pella is out of Pamela, by King 
John, son of Kingston (Herod), from Ehlana by 
A. I. son of Sweetmeat (Herod). The White 
Knigl'.t is a member of an outside branch of the 
outside No. 21 famils-, and it is just such in- 
stances as these that convince me that it is the 
tilending of the blooil and not the figures w’hich is 
resiYonsible for the production of the best of our 
sires and tlie majority of t!ie best of our race 
horses. 

Maintenon. a tremendously big fellow, played a 
strong hand, though lK*:>ten by Spearmint in the 
Grand Prlx for Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt on the 
Fn*nch turf in 1906. Maintenou’s trainer, William 
Duke, once told me lie could never uiidersLiiid the 
horse’s app«*araiice and disappearance in the mu - 
iiing of the (Jraiid Prix. Anyway, Maintenon was 
a clinking gCMMl race horse and another go with 
Speannint would, to say the least of it, have been 
'interesting. Maiiiteiion is lired Herod to E«-lipse. 
His sire, Le Sagittaire. is one of tlie best sons of 
Lo Sancy. and Mniiiteuon’s dam, Marcia, is by the 
Hermit horse, Merden, and Merden’s graudam is 
the Oaks w’inner, Cymba, b3’ Melbourne (Matchem). 

Prestige, hard worked as a tw’o-year-old. raced 
but little at three. However, he was unbeaten and 
is 1»3’ l>» PiauiMnn, from Orgueilleuse, b>’ Reverend. 
Ib'vereiid’s dniii. Perplex, W’us Herod an«l. further. 
ll**ro4l is iiitnxliiced to the i>edigree by way of 
Bend ’ttr’.s dam — tlie double Herinl tif Hermit and 
'rin»rsda.v. ihiughter of the famous Maiigaiiose, by 
Tlioriiiaiiby. Prestige is desceiitled from Whah*- 
iMMie by tlie uiiusiiul route of lH*feiise. 4)iitside of 
France I doubt if the line is to be found in tail 
male. Aerolithe, sou of Nougat, was imported 
here, but Aerolithe uever umoiuited to much as u 



sire. Prestige started off his stud career with a 
flourish and got Sardanapale, aud now that racing 
is suspemied in La Belle France I fear we shall 
hear nothing more of him for some time to come. 
It will, how’ever, be of interest to note the devel- 
opment of this Defense line via Prestige and Sar- 
danapale. The Blacklock supremacy cannot last for- 
ever. There is enough and to spare of Stockwell, 
Sterling and Hampton. A fresh anchorage must 
be found somewhere, iiossibly this is the line of 
Defense. 

The 3’car 1902, so far as the production of good 
horses is concerned, w’as a good one. Polymelus, 
Val d’Or and Adam, two of Flj-ing Fox’s liest sons, 
Cicero, Sysonby and Artful w’ere foaled that year. 

Polymelus, though he never w’on a classic, was a 
more than good race horse. I don’t know that he 
stayed particularly well; for all that, he won the 
('ambridgeshire, the Duke of York Stakes and the 
Clianipion Stakes. 

rol3’molus. as a sire, was a success from the out- 
set. I myself organized a vain attempt to interest 
a prominent Kentucky breeder in Polymelus before 
his offspring had even faced the starter, got a 
price on him. but the opportunity W’as let slip and 
I don’t suppose anything in reason could tempt bis 
lucky ow’uer now’. Pol3*melus is bred Eclipse to 
Eclipse, by Cyllene out of Maid Marian, dam also 
of Grafton and Ercildoune, and half-sister, b3- 
Hampton, to La Fleche. Maid Marian is out of 
Quiver, by Toxophilite (dam Herod) from an un- 
named daughter of Young Melbourne (Matchem-. 
Tims both of Hampton’s Iwst iiroduciiig daughters. 
Perdita II. and Maid Marian, sliow the Matchem 
bhK)d close up. The Herod in Polymelus’ pedigree 
conies in by way of the Macaroni in Cyllenc’s 
sire. Bona Vista, reinforced by Hermit, sire of 
Distant Shore, grandam of Cyllene. Polymelus is 
undoubtedly a good sire. Do his get really sta3’? 
I’ommern sliould make that eloar this >’ear and 
what an acquisition he would liave bc*eu to this 
country, as good or even letter than lioamington. 

1902 W’as a great Bend Or year, Cicero w’on the 
Derby and Val d’Or and Adam, in France, wrere 
iMitli sons of Flying Fox. Sysonby w’as out of 
Orme’s daughter. Optime, but Artful shows none 
of this IdoiMl in her make up. Cicero rests on his 
Dorb3’ laurels and his stud succ*ess has uot been 
anything to boast of. Cicero i.s inbred to Eidipst*. 
and I see no reason to anticipate future stallion 
honors for him. 

The two Frenchmen were both sons of FU’ing 
Fox and both out of mares of Herod descent. Their 
ow’iior and breeder, M. Blanc, parted w’itli both. 
Val d’or w’as sent to the Argentine and Adam came 
to the United SLites. Val il’or ran up a fine se- 
quence of w’ins in France, his victories including 
the Poulo d’essai des Poulnino, Poix de la Rochotte, 
I*rix Monar<iue, and, on tnung sent across the chan- 
nel, carried off the rich Eclipse Stakes. Val d’or, 
as noteil above, is bred Eclipse to Herod. His 
dam, Wandora, is by Bruce, w’iniier of a Grand 
I’rix and b3’ See Saw’. Wandora’s dam. Windfall, 
was b.v the Derb.v winner Favouius, son of Cre- 
monc (Herod). Wandora is a member of the ex- 
treme outside family. No. 39, and soon after Val 
d’or’s departure for South America the Special 
Commissioner of the iKiudon Sportsman drew at- 
tention to this fact, disparaging Val d’or’s success 
as a sire, but, here he i.s — right up with the band 
wagon. His daughter, Occurencia, is one of the 
lK*st thrpe-3’car-olds seen out in the Argentine in 
many a day. Once again does the blending the 
blfHxl put the figures to route. 

All of us know Adam — a good hxiker, a gowl 
race Imrse and a good stock iiorsc. Busliti could 
fly, Adam Bede won the Cambridgeshire, and Ailam 
Bede’s dam, Grace Guniberts, was slow as an ox — 
lier trainer, J. O. Hume, is my informant. Further 
proof that racing iK*rforiuauces count for nothing 
in brcKMliuarcs. Evil days fell upon us and Adam 
was returned to Europe. Wliat a loss, for Adam 
was the horse, above all others, best adapted to the 
re<iuirenients of this country. 

Sysonby, a mighty runner, flatter. I should say. at 
three than two. aud his earl.v death was the severest 
loss .sustained b3’ the late James R. Keene during a 
long and successful turf cart*er. S3’sonby was bred 
Ei lip.se to Eclipse, Eclipse again and again Eclipse, 
tiien Matciiem. Optimo, Sysoiiby’s dam, was by 
Orme aud this Orme strain apiK*ars to Ik* especially 
acceptable over liere. Tracery has it, as has Gillies. 
Sysonby’s next dam was a daughter of the Black- 
hx’k horse Speculum from Nydia, by Orest and so to 
Adelaide, b.v Young Melbourne. This, of course, is 
the Maid of Mashara line, the family of Cyllene. 
Star Shoot. Fair Pla.v, Peter. Timoth^’, Darley Dale, 
St. Damien. St. Hilaire. Winkfield’s Pride and any 
iiiinilK*r of otiicrs of the best sort. Sysonby’s sire. 
Melton, was a Derb3’ winner and liis daughters have 
accomplished tiiucli. Absurdity is the dam of Jest 
and Black Jester. Yours foaled Your Majesty and 
Our Lassie. Attractive produced Arizona and Miss 
•Mildred is to the fore witli L*i Itoche. This ability 
of Melton’s to sire good broodinan*s — he has never 
got a first-class son — can, I think, be traced to 
his Tliormanb3’ aud Sw’eetmeat infusions. What 
S.vsonb.v’s success as a sire would have been wrill 
never be known. He would have been an ideal 
mate for some of tiiose Lexington-Gleucoe-bred 
native mares, but I fancy his success with the im- 
IKirtcd breds would have fallen far short of that of 
Commando. 

Artful liolds the tiroud distinction of being one 
of the only two animals to finish ahead of S3*sou- 
by. This feat she accomplished in the Futurit.v. 
They uever met after tliat. Perhaps the Artful 
folks were wise in their generation. Artful is bred 
Herod to Eclii*st*. A daugliter of Hamburg, her 
dam. Martini II., is )»>’ Dandle Dinmont. a well- 
bri'd son of Silvio. The next dam is liouise T.. l»3* 
Bayou d’Or from Spark, by la'amington. This is a 
fine pnMliW’ing brancli of tlie (Hib mare family. Art- 
ful, though slie lias had a winner or two, has not >et 
thrown uii3'thing appnnichiug first class. Her pedi- 
gree discloses an abundance of Herod, but no Mat- 
eliein. bar the Fellowcraft of Hamburg, near tlie 
surface. For tliis reason Artful should do b«*st by 
some Matchem horse, such as Fair i*lay or Ogden.

— The Lassie Stakes, a 
half-mile dash for tw’o-year-old fillies, was offered 
as the carded feature at the Havre de Grace course 
this afternoon. The smallest field that lias gone 
to the post since the inauguration of the Maryland 
season took part in this dash, -with R. P. Carman’s 
untried representative. The Only One, most fan- 
cied. When three starters w’ere disjiatched, I’eter 
Sheridan’s Savilla W’as slow in getting to going, 
w’hile Running Shot w’as aw’ay forwardly. Anderson 
took Savilla to the inside, got through along the 
rail and had a safe margin at the end over Run- 
ning Shot. The field probabl.v was the poorest that 
has so far contested this stake. 

The lijissie Stakes was contested for the fourth 
time this afternoon and its brief record is as fol-

Dinah Do, winner of the se<*ond race, w’as bid 
un $400 over her entered price of $400 by G. 
Alexandra. She was protected by the usual ad- 
vami*. 

Casco made a ruiiaw’ay affair of the third race, 
in which Rose Juliette refusi'd to start. 

Henr.v Waterson of New York, owner of the good 
campaigner Runes, came over to w’itness the run- 
ning of the card. 

Harry Payne Whitney did not have a starter in 
the Lassie Stakes for the first time. He had w’oii 
it in the three previous >’ears sinee its inauguration 
with Trumps, Fair Helen and Regina. 

A sale of horses in training will be conducted in 
the Havre de Grace paddock on Thursday of next 
week. 

Tom Shannon, who trains the string racing under 
the silks of Edw’ard Mi'Bride, will turn Stalw’art 
Helen over to J. W. Moore at Pimlico. Siiannon 
is now training Astrologer and Casco for T. J.

— The thoroiighbn'd stal- 
lion Anmer, selected b.v Ixird Man-iis Ben*sford 
from the ro3’al stud at tlie rtHpiest of King George 
for presentation to (Canada as a sire of n*moiiiits.

IKsd Grand National, run Alarch 24, Loudon Siiorting 
Life of tlie next day said: 

“Although the flat racing season oiiened yester- 
day, iKKiple who visited Gutwick were mainly eon 
<‘erne<l in the outcome of the Race ('ourse As- 
s<K*iatlon Stt*eplechase, which, by a happy ar- 
rangement. was designed to take the place of 
the Aintn*e Grand National. Had it been per- 
missible to race at Liverpoed. yesterday would 
have b(*e!i the day of decision, and not only 
was the original date adhered to, but the dis- 
tance of the Gatwick contest was the same, to 
a yard, as the Grand National, while the fences 
had been reconstructed and so built up as to 
furnish a re.illy searching test of the ability of the 
competitors to jump and stay well. In the light 
of j-esterday’s ciuitest. however, one is forced to the 
lonelusion that, after all, there is only one true 
Grand National course. Thus, in contrast Avith the 
usual exiierieiiee at LiveriiooL only one horse— Stag’s 
Head — fell in the i*oiirse of yesterday’s contest, and 
if several horses failed to finish this was due to 
their tiring in heavy going rather than to inability 
to siirnimint the obstacles. Doubtless, however. 
Ilie onlookers vastly preferred seeing the majorit.v 
of tlie horses go round to the orthwlox siH*ctiicle at 
Aintree, wh(*re. as :i rule, a minority of the runners 
complete the journey.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

In a dei'ision handed down %’Inirsda.v. Judge 
JaiiK's ,\. Un*iglitoii of the Sangamon (’irciiit (’oiirt 
holds that State Treasurer Rii.ssel and State Audi- 
tor Rrad.v are not iK*rsonall.v liable to the state 
for nione.v disbursed under acts which may later 
Ik* held iinconstitntioiial. The decision is made in 
the Fergus suit, in Avliieh the validity of all ap- 
propriations made by the last assembly to make up 
deficiencies in state departments are attacked. It 
is also held that the revenue of the state is all 
the revenue and not merely the rcA'cniie obtained 
by taxation, as Fergus contended. On these two 
IKiints the court sustained the contentions of At- 
torney General Lucey, but the general demurrer 
of tlie attorney general is ov'erriile<l and there is 
no ruling on the imiiortant question of the right 
of the legislature to make, deficienc.v appropria- 
tions.

King Edward VII. aiidi his son. King 4;e<*rge V. 
'I lie long and sim*c»*s.i:h 1 coiiiiei'tioii of .Mursli wltli 
some of onr most noble owners jirior to this had 
ntt»*«l him for the jKist. To all lovers of the tln»r- 
onghhriHl, there ^•ollId be no greater treat than to 
S4‘c it in its home at the royal stables of Kger- 
ton House. Here it can Ik* s»*eii at its lM*st, and 

one wonders at the niarvell.nis cleanliness of ,*o 

large a stable of animals from the paddock to 
the stall. 'rile warm, sung Imixcs are as bright 

and siKitle s as the neatest of hninan homes, the 
straw bedding is unstained, the brasses Of the doors 
glitter in the sun. ami the coats of all the Isirses 
have the sheen of the ra\'en’s Avlngs. Just now, 
<>f (oiirse. there are many difficulties to overcome, 
for thirt.v of the li'ggest and most tru-Nteil men 
of the establi.shiiient have gone to light for the 
King in uiiK>tlier sphere. Tnese include .Marsh’s 
only son, t'harlie. 

•It is difficult to everestimatc the wi.-dom of King 
George’s decision to coiiiiime racing throiigliont the 
war. and re(*ognizing the vital importance of pure 
thoroughhr«*d.s for tiie preservatiion of a breed «»f 
horses England alone eonld claim, his .Majesty t<sik 
a c*ourse wlrcli did niueh to save them, and at 
the same time kept p*;>vert.v and distress from 
tlie homes of many tiiousuuds of his most loyal 
siihje<*ts. 

In these day.s it Is rare and gooil to come across 
a real. true, old-fashioned English trnining h<Hne, 
with eA’crything English — tratiier, j<s*keys, men, 
lads, the horses, even to the domestic cat the 
guinea pigs on the lawn, the pets of .Marsh’s little 
daughter. Everjthing goes on in the quiet, 
methodical Avay Avhich means thorougli <irder, anil 
everyone se**ms sujiremely happy, wh’lst the s:inie 
hospitable Aveb*oine is extended to everyone as of 
yon*. Such homes as these in the racing world get 
.scarcer year by year. 

How iiiaii.v foreign, trainers or of the rl>ing gen- 
eration will Ik* able to pile up such a record as 
Dick .Marsh has done since he set out in his hnig 
joiiiney through tlie world just sixty-four years 
ago la.st New Y’ear’s Eve’i Bom at Smi*eth, in 
tile county known as the garden of England, his 
father was a wealthy fanner and hop grower, and 
riding backAvards and forwards to school on almost 
any sort of pony, and lK*ing a Imi.v of wonderful 
courage, he learned to love riding aliove all els«*, 
aiul iiaturall.v became a tine horseman at an early 
age. By the time he was thirteen he coiiM rule 
anything. He won five pony races in one day at 
Folkestone at that age. Eiit(*ring Sam Reeves’ 
stables he Avas soon given his chance, ami he wmi 
his first race in puhlle on Manrico at Dover, run 
niiig a\vn.v. GoII> 3 ' picked him up at once, ami Itu* 
equally' astute Uaptain Machell s»*cureil him at the 
first oiportuiiily. Unfortunately, rapidly imreas 
ing weight cut his career short on the fiat, tliongli 
lie won many gtsKl races, iiicludiiig the New Stakes 
at Ascot on Tc»nple. 

As a steeplechase rid«*r he feared nothing; acci- 
dents Avith broken b< nes did not triHihle him a bit. 
and he would ride anything he was a.*:ked to d*». 
On one occasion he rtsle in a stei*plechas«* a horse 
that had never seen a fence, and liy cniwdiiig It 
ill amongst others managed to get over a gtHwl 
many of the fences nr through them, thoiigli finally 
tlie incvitahle exjieoted came off. Riding horses 
In hurdle races that had never seen a hnrdie before 
frequently fell to his lot, but his courage soon 
gained suhstautiul re(*ognition. and a great Avin 
on that good mare I'he Nun in the Seftoii Steeple- 
oliase at Liverpool gaA’e him a start which proved 
but the first step of a long and great car**er. 

At the early age of twenty-one he lK*gan training 
for the Messrs. Baltazzi and Captain D’Orsay. 
Quickly he proved h*s ability by winning nearly 
every steeplechase and hurdle race of iniportauee 
in England and France for those gentlemen, and 
for his much-cherished employer, the late Duke of 
Hamilton. Among the best he trained and rode in 
those days were Jackal, Furley, I’acha, Marc An- 
tony, Jarnac. The Bear, Scot Guard, niomfield. 
Bolero. Serge II., Mariner Uaptain. Royal .Meath 
and Cloister. Avhich won the Grand National, in 
which also Jackal and Tliornficld were placed. The 
last-named W’as the property of Mr. L(*oiKtld d»? 
Rothschild, and he Avas the last h(?rse jilarsh rode 
.»ver hurdles or country. With the Marquis of 
Ilartington, Lord Dudley, and the late Mr. Broder- 
ick Cloete joining the Duke of Haiiiiltmi. Marsh’s 
fiat rac*e string grew to such proportions that the 
capacity of LordsliR) Farm, where he lln*ii residetl, 
was taxed to tlie utmost, ami his time was too 
much occupied for further adventures over a 
cumitry. 

During the twenty y»*ars he resided at Lurdsliip 
Farm, where his old friend and <*onteniiM»rary .Im* 
Cannon now lives, he won everj' race «*f iiii|Ktrlam*e. 
with the «*xception of the Ib*rby. wliich was «>nly 
delaj'ed for a few years. Ttie Two Thousand he 
first won Avlth Barndox, wliirh was only beaten 
for the Derby by .Melton bj' the shortest of hea«ls. 
'I'he One Thousand and Oaks he w«tii with Miss 
Junuiiy. and the St. L«*ger with ttssian for the 
Duke of Hamilton, the Grand Brixe de Baris with 
Baradox for Mr. Broderick Cloete. two GoimIwikkI 
Cups with Madame dn Barry and Friday, and the 
Ascot Cup with Morion for the Marquis of Hart- 
iiigton. With this horsi* he had won the Royal 
Hunt Cup the previous year, and early in his ca- 
reer he also won that race with HoiibhKim and 
Stratlieru. with the latter of which he also won 
the New Stakes. The Stewards’ Cup at GccKlwtHKl 
he Avon three times in succession with .Marvel 
(twiee) and Unicorn, and I think he also trained 
Slidloth’an earlier on. Others to «lo him good 
service in those early days were Mon Droit, Hernia, 
Cereza and Boiithillier. 

Marsli. Avho had charge of Bersiramon when the 
son of St. Simon Avon tlie Derby for King Edwanl 
when Prince of Wales, continued to train for him 
after h*.* ascended the throne. King Eilward ran 
only in the hlgliest class at the highest meetings, 
and more often tliaii not for races in which his 
n‘preseiitotives had no glmst of a chance. Marsh, 
however, Avon so many giKul races with bad hors**s 
through sup«*riority of condition that His .Maj**sty’s 
IKdicy of retaining his old trainer proved right, 
as the womlerfnj records will show. I must |K»st- 
pone comment on the huge frame AAhicli covers an 
(‘iiormoiis AA'all just iiisKle the jiortals of the stable 
oiiadraiigle. showing a well-set plate of each of the 
.%14 winners .sent <nit from Eg»*rton Honsi* alone 
sin<*«* Marsh b«*gan to train then* for King EdAvard. 
ami .ilso a d»*scriptlon of the ,lH»rses n*»w in training 
for King Giorge, The pii'tures which ad«irn the 
walls, ami tlu* menientoes of the chief ev«*iits 
Avhiih mark tin* progre.ss of .Marsh’s life, would 
iiiaki* a long chapter. — “Warren Hill’’ in Lmdoii 
Sp<j>t-tixig (Life.
